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APPLICATION  DEADLINES  FOR  1968-69   .    .  . 

The  deadline  filing  dates  for  1968-69  ESEA  I  applications  are: 

L.     November  10,   for  applications  for  projects  for  which  activities  would  commence 
prior  to  June,  1969; 

2.     February  10,   for  applications  for  projects  for  which  activities  would  commence 
in  June,  1969,  or  later. 

You  are  urged  to  submit  your  application  as  soon  as  possible  even  though  allocations 
for  Montana  school  districts  for  1968-69  are  not  yet  determined.     Allocations  depend 
on  the  amount  of  money  which  Congress  appropriates  and  on  any  changes  made  in  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act.     When  Congressional  action  is  completed  and 
the  1968-69  allocations  are  determined,  you  will  be  notified.     Projects  approved 
earlier  may  be  amended  to  increase  the  project,  amount  to  the  district's  final  allo- 
cation, if  the  final  allocation  exceeds  the  amount  approved  earlier. 


NUMBER  OF  PROJECT  PARTICIPANTS   .    .  . 

Federal  Regulations  require  that  each  applicant  for  ESEA  I  funds  "...  propose 
projects  of  sufficient  size,  scope,  and  quality  as  to  give  reasonable  promise  of 
substantial  progress  toward  meeting  the  needs  of  educationally  deprived  children  .    .  . 

ESEA  Title  I  Program  Guide  #44,  dated  March  18,  1968  (the  Office  of  Education  revised 
criteria  for  the  approval  of  Title  I  applications),  points  out  in  sub-section  4.7  that 
ESEA  I  services  should  be  concentrated  on  a  limited  number  of  children,  and  indicates 
that  it  can  be  expected  that  an  educationally  deprived  child  needing  ESEA  I  services 
"  .   .   .  will  need  not  a  single  service  but  a  variety  of  services  which  should  be 
provided  under  Title  I  and,  if  possible,   through  other  agencies   .    .    .    .  " 

In  addition,  Program  Guide  #44  suggests  that  an  indication  of  "concentration  of  effort" 
is  the  ESEA  I  investment  per  child.     The  greater  the  investment  per  child  the  greater 
the  likelihood  that  the  project  will  have  significant  impact  on  the  children  partici- 
pating in  the  activity. 

The  criteria  recommend  that  the  ESEA  I  investment  per  child  in  grades  1-12  should 
equal  about  one- half  of  the  district's  annual  expenditure  per  pupil  from  its  regular 
State  and  local  funds.     The  ESEA  I  investment  per  child  for  pre-school  projects 
should  equal  the  district's  full  expenditure  per  pupil  from  its  regular  State  and 
local  funds  for  the  regular  school  program. 

When  designing  a  project,  the  number  of  participants  that  may  be  served  with  the 
available  ESEA  I  funds  can  be  determined  by  dividing  the  ESEA  I  funds  by  one-half 
of  the  district's  average  annual  expenditure  per  pupil  from  regular  sources. 


The  average  annual  expenditure  per  pupil  from  State  and  local  funds  for  any  district 
may  be  obtained  from  Herman  Tushaus,  ESEA  Title  I  Supervisor,  Department  of  Public 
Instruction. 

USE  OF  FEDERAL  FUNDS  AND  LIQUIDATION  OF  OBLIGATIONS   .    .  . 

Federal  Regulations  specify  that  funds  under  ESEA  I  shall  not  be  available  for  use 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  approval  and  in  no  event  earlier  than  the  date  on  which 
an  application  in  substantially  approvable  form  was  received  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction. 

Accordingly: 

1.  ESEA  I  project  staff  salaries  may  not  be  obligated  or  paid  from  project  funds 
prior  to  project  approval  date,  and 

2.  ESEA  I  project  funds  may  not  be  obligated  for  any  purpose  nor  may  purchases 
be  made  prior  to  project  approval  date.
